The young man 
accompanied his brother, D. F. Arm- 
strong of can Franclaco, who started for 
Dawson City during tbe latter part of 
July. The brothers ware compelled to 
give up their journey and return home, 
although, they succeeded in crossing 
Ohilcoot pasfl and reaching Lake Lin- 
derman. 


Yesterday young Armstrong was in- 


terviewed in regard to his trip and he 
said: "We arrived at Dyea on the 10th 
of Auguot, and then our troubles began. 
Our baggage and supplies, weighing 1800 
pounds, were packed 
in 
convenient 


shape for transportation on our backs, 
but the work of carrying tbe packs 
over tho trail was harder than we anti- 
cipated. It rained every hour or so and 
the sun only peeped out from under tbo 
clouds for a few minutes during the 
whole time we were on the journey to 
and from Lake Llnderman. 


"The mad waa ankle deep and eorne- 


timcs deeper, making locomotion a dilli- 
cult matter even without a load to carry. 
Over the Ohilcoot pass the trail was 
rough and the road just wet enough to 
make it very slippery. The roots of 
trees along tho pane protrude from tbe 
ground and time and again the traveler 
is tripped and thrown down by them. 


"Whon wo finally reached Laite Lin- 


derman we discovered that our hard 
journey had been fruitless, as it would 
be next to impossible to go ahead, for 
the winter aaowe and bitter cold of an 
arctic season were barriers not to be over- 
come. We reluctantly turned back and 
retraced our steps over tbe slippery trail 
to Dyea. 


"Hundreds of disappointed men lined 


the trail, returning to Dyea, and only 
two were seen going toward Dawson. 
The march back towards civilization 
waa unavoidable, although it meant to 
many 
tho abandonment 
of golden 


dreams and the return to a humdrum 
career. We disposed of our supplies at 
a good figure and returned home on tho 
first steamer."
